London, Feb. 14.— A dcapatcb to the 
Daily Mull from Ucnsbnrg dated yester- 
day .says: 

'•Tliere haii been hard lighting for two 
days near Cole.sberg, the Boers making 
strenuous efforts to outflank ttte British 
left. The enemy occupy strong positions 
from Achtrang through I'otfonteiu to a 
point live mile.s soutli of Jusfontcin." 

The lighting at the outpost camps hae 
been Tery serere during the lost few- 
days. Yesterday the Boers attacked the 
podition of the Worceeters to the soutb. 
east oC Colesberg. Fighting coutinncd 
all day, and after dark it was considered 
necessary to withdraw to Rensburg. Our 
losses are not yet known. 

"On the left the Australians, Wilt- 
stiires and Berkahircs hud liot iigliting 
but held their position against long odds. 
The Boer losses were considerable. 

"Owing to the growing dilllculty ex- 
perienced by convoys in reaching the 
camps all of the latter were vacated last 
night and the troops withdrawn to. Rens- 
burg. 

"The Boers are tburning the farms o'f 
the loyalists, but the latter have con- 
trived to get away their stock." 

MUST BE CUlJSIIIiD SI.N'GLY. 

Mr. Spencer Wilkinson in the Morning 
Post, discussing the news from Ueiisliurg 

lys: "This intelligence is tlie natural 
l)riee jiaid for a blow elsewlu'ie. The 
couceutration at Modder Itiver is appar- 
ently accompanied by u weakening of the 
force at Colesberg and of this the Boers 
have taken advantage to assume the of- 
fensive. 'Meanwhile it looks as though 
the enemy, had about withdrawn their 
forces from .Magcrsfontein to reinforce 
those at Colesberg where a Boer victory 
woidd threaten British communications 
betwen Capetown and Modder River. 

"Britiish utragety must be to crush in 

iccession each of the Boer forces near 
Iviiiiberley, (."olesberg and St.orniberg, 
bringing against them gri'atly superior 
ntanbers. 

Much depends on what h:\ppens in 
-Xatal. CJenefal .louliert is not likely to 
ibaniloii his present enterprise ugaintit 
iycsniith until <lisaster to the other 
Boer armies compels liim." 

A COKIUOSPONDENT KILLED. 
Itensburg, Fob. 13.— An Australian 
newspaper correspondent, Mr. Reay, paid 
interesting visit to the Boer canips 
Sunday to make inquiries as to the fate 
of his missing colleague, Mr. Hales, of 
tlie London Daily Newe, who was cap- 
nired by the Boors February 7, at the 
time Mr. Lnmbie, of tlio Jlelbonrne Age, 
was killed. Mr. Ifeay arrived at the 
cmip blindfolded just as church service 
v.-as comnieni.'ing. He sat blindfolded 
throughout the service, when lie was tak- 
( n before Conminnndant Delarey and hifl 
eyes were tinbandngcd. Delarey was 
most courteous to the correspondent. He 
naid he deeply regretted that a corres- 
iK)ndcnt had been killed, and expressed 
Ids sympathy with Mr. Lanibie's widow. 
Mr. Iteiiy was then escorted to the grave 
of Mr. Laiubie, whose watch ttnd per- 
sonal effects were handed over to liim. 
The escort informed Mr. Keay that the 
two reimblics had 120,000 men lighting 
and were to continue the war indefinitely. 
BRITISH TROOPS CHAFING. 
Yesterday's retirement of the western 
outi)0!>'ts included the withdrawal from 
Coles Kop and all the .siUTounding posts. 
The Boers placeii a forty pouiuler at 
Bastard's Nek, connnanding the sur- 
rounding country and «uccessfully sliell- 
ed the British positions. The Boera 

nvtrobereU some tbousnud.'j nud wen; live 
to one everywhere where fighting oocnr- 
red. The British are ehating under the 
necessity of relief for their posts, some of 
which they had held aince tho Ncw Year. 
Tlie British now have no camp west of 
Rensburg. They safely brought off the 
guns from Coles Kop. 

ROBERTS' LINES MENACED. 

London, Fob. ll.-(4:10 a. ju.)— The 
news of the day is .the retirement of the 
British from the Ooiesberg district under 
heavy Boer pressure and possibly after 
brisk lighting. Thus at a time when 
Lord Roberu is apparently about to 
push an army into the Frfee State, the 
Boers make a coimter-stroke in un- 
known but seeminirly great force not far 
from the vital'-line Of ■ railway connect- 
ing Do Aar ond Orange River. 

Military observors do not regard this 
as more than a menace. Nevertheless 
the news produces an unplonsnnt un- 
pvession here. Gen. French manoeuvred 
the Boers out of Rensburg in December. 
On January 1 it was reported that he 
could take Colesberg in two days with 
reinforcements. TheRO were sent, but 
the Boers also were reinforced. hince 
tlien the Britisli lines have been extend- 
ed Jast and west so that at the opening 
of this week tliey constituted a great 
horse-slioe twenty-live miles in loi'tfth. 
The lines were not continuous, but all 
strong positions were held. . . , i

.'ly a wuniau in England who, in 
addition to making articles of clotliing 
for the men in the lield and in the hos- 
pitals, is not.worldng for and contribut- 
ing to some Bpoelal fund. 

Mr.s. Arthur I'aget'ti entertainment to- 
night brought in over X5,0(K) for the 
families of tlie household troops, in which 
her husband is t!io Colonel of the Scots 
Guards. The Mansion IIoiit~e fund ex- 
ceeds £(!00,OtJU;'l'lie Daily Teh'grapli fund 
amounts to i:n"J,000 and the Daily Mail's 
totald £77,UUU. These amounts only cov- 
er the larger IjOiuIoii funds and do not in- 
due numerous provincial funds of large 
amounts being raised to eqaip Volunteers. 

The equipment for the Yeoinaiiry hos- 
pital hati just left England for the Cape. 
The ladies at the head charities have con- 
cluded to raise funds to keep the hos- 
pital going for .six months, and liave 
issued the following appeal to the Brit- 
ish residents of tlie United States: 

"We are venturing to address an ap- 
peal to our fellow-countrymen who, al- 
though absent from their native land are 
wraiiped up heart and soul in its pros- 
perity. At this luonieiit when we see 
our \'olunteers frein every (lUi'i'ter of the 
British I^iiipire linked 111 one comnion 
bond of sympathy and shoulder to shoul- 
der witli English troops lighting for the 
freedom of the oppressed, will English- 
men, Scotsmen and Irishnion not unite 
with us, and identify themselves with the 
same noble spirit by assisting us to al- 
leviate the sufferings of those who are 
risking tlieir lives ia. Africa. America 
has generously given, and is still mnin- 
tainiug a hospital ship for our wounded 
soldiers. This munificence is deeply aii- 
prociated in our country. It is not to 
Americans that we now appeal, it is to 
those who cannot for various reasons 
tight at their country's call. All the 
bra\et<t and best of Great Britain's sons 
will shortly be at the front. AVe would 
ask their absent comrades to prove by 
their liberality that they are mindful of 
the sufferings of those who fall bravely 
in keeping U)i the traditions of liritisli 
soldierf:. (Signed) Buatrico Chesham, 
Georginna Cur/.on." 

In speaking of the appeal to represen- 
tative of the A. 1'., I.,ady Curzon, who is 
an aunt <if the Duke of Marlborough, 
mU\: "I do hope it will be »;learly un- 
dersiood that 1 would not ask for liiian- 
cial sujiport from Americans. We know 
what their wann-hearted generosity lias 
and is doing. All Americans liv-

A DAY'S BOMBAltDMENT. 

The war ofllce has posted a despatch 
from Col. Kekewich, dated February 11, 
to the effect that Kimberley was boni- 
biirdod throiiKliout February 8. During 
the morning of February a snuill in- 
fiiutry engagement, lastiner two hours, 
occurred at Alexaudersfontein. The 
situation otherwise is unchanged. 

REFUGKES COMB IN. 

A despatch f roiii Mddder River an- 
noiiiicp.s the arrival tliere of 1,400 
refugees fri)iii Karkley West dislriel. 
They had been ordered away by the 
Boers because thoy refused to join the 
republicans. 

IMPROBABLE. 
It is reported that 2,000 ( V) Boers 
were killed or wounded during Gen. 
Macdouald's recounaissauce. 

KLIODES AND .JAMESON. 

The friends of Mr. Cecil Rhodes are 
becoming alarmed at his [lossible fate, 
and have sent an emissary to see Dr. 
Ledys, the diplomatic agent of the Boers 
in Europe, in regard to the probable 
■ course the Boers would pursue iu the 
event of his capture. Dr. I.:eyds said 
the Boers did not intend to kill Mr. 
Rhodes, but they would certainly liold 
■him as a hostage untd the indemnity for 
the Jameson raid should be paid. In 
view of the developments since the raid, 
the Boers have also decided to doable 
the amount of the indemnity domandedi 
so that Mr. Rhodes' friends would have 
to hand over $10,000,000 before he 
would be released. 

It is learned delinitely that Dr. Jame- 
son is still in Ladysmith. 

MAFEKING'S ALL RIGUT. 

An undated despatch from Mafeking, 
via Gaberones, February 2, says: 

" Col. Baden-Powetl has received a 
communication from Lord Boberts, 
promising that relief would be sent in 
a few weefcs. The food will last. The 
garrison is as game o.s over. 

" The Boers have expressed their in- 
tention not to fight, but to starve us out." 

BULLEIl CLEARS A HILL. 

A report comes from Durban that the 
British artillery forced the Boers to 
evacuate tlicir camp ou Tllangwana Hill, 
south of Colenso. This is an important 
position. 

A revised list of British casualties at 
Totgeiter's Drift from February 5 to 
F(d)ruary 7 shows: Killed, 20; wounded, 
;il!); missing, 9. 

IN ZULULAND. 

The Boor invasion of Zululand is 
causing keen anxiety, apart from the 
fact that it threatens Gen. Bailor's com- 
niuuications. It is diQicult to believe 
the Zulus can long be kept quiet wliile 
their cattle ar(^ commandeered and their 
country is overrun l)y their hereditary 
toes. 

THE GERMAN POLICY. 

A somi-oflicial paragraph is published 
iu the Globe this afternoon, saying Ger- 
many does not contemplate intervention. 
The German government, it is added, 
does not consider itself concerned in the 
future status or the e.^istenco of the I^oer 
republics.

Washington, Ileb.'-,. l3.^Ecferring;'. to 
the statement that Belgium' and France 

would unite in a protest against Ameri- 
can control of the Nicaraguau canal, 
based on their treaties with Nicaragua, 
Mr. Correa, the minister for Nicaragua, 
said to-day: 

" The statement is manifestly in error 
so far as it refers to Belgium, as I Ot^n- 
not recall that Nicaragua has over made 
a treaty with Belgium in reference to 
the canal." 

Mr. Correa said that the treaty be- 
tween Franco and Nicaragua was nego- 
tiated iu Washington iu lHo'd between 
the French and Nicaraguan ministers 
stationed here, and its article referring to 
the canal is as follows: 

"Article 27— The republic of Nicaragua 
by the present treaty grants to France 
aiid to French subjects, as well as to 
French property, the right of transit be- 
tween the Atlantic and I'acilic oceans, 
through the territory of this republic, by 
all natural or artitieial routes or nieaus 
of communication on land or sea, whicij 
exist to-day, or may hereafter exist, or 
be constructed under authority of the 
republic of Nicaragua, to lie enjoyed or 
to be used iu the same manner or on the 
same terms by both parties and their 
subjects and citizens respectively." 

Nicaragua made a treaty with Great 
Britaiii iu ISlJO, with nn article similar 
to that in the treaty with France. The 
treaty .which Nicaragua made with 
Spain is also similar in plan and scope. 

BOERS IN ZULUl.-VND. 

I'^irtifying the Ililla to Resist British 
Approach from That Direction. 

London, Vrh. K!.— Thp rieti'rmaritz- 
burg corresiuimleni of the Daily .Mail, 
telegra|>hing yesterday sayn: " A des- 
patch I'roni iCsbowe asserts tliat large 
coniniaiul of Boers encamped m-ar .\gulu 
with eighty wagons and nine gua.-s."

3. Btit qiicstlons of Jiistltlablc expenditure 
and queBtloDB of efflclcucy are so Intlmnte- 
I.r related that there can be no complete 
dlseuBston. of the former without refcrouce 
to the latter. The co-existcnce of secon- 
dary or high schools with elementary 
schools In systems of state education is ns 
universal as It Is luevltahle. The proiier 
maintenance of the hlnh Kehnol Is iin es- 
sential condition of the eftlcioney of tlie 
elementary aehool; and th(> efdcieney of the 
Itrltlsh Colunihia school system is by no 
means couimeasarate with Its oust— in (;''''at 
part, hccanse there Is as yet no properly 
organized high sehool system. Uenndlal 
recnintlona will, doubtless, shortly lie Is- 
sued by the department; hut la any < ase 
before 'V'lctorhi can have a hiprh school 
suited to the requirements of the eliy sjie 
must provide a suitable house for II. And 
it Is to be hopc<l that when tlie ni'cessary 
by-lnw Is sabmltted to the people the i-rKon- 
ly of the case will be so fully and pleiirly 
presented that no public spirited cUii'.en 
will register a dissenting vote. 

4. Again, eo vital is the Normal sehool to 
the organic completeness and ijftlcieney of 
a system of popular education that, out- 
side of this province, no other conutry In 
the wofld la without spoclnl provision for 
the training of teachers. BrltlBh Columbia 
Is uncnTiably unique In the maintenance of 
a costly edncatlonnl superstructure with- 
out the necessary foundation. 

5. As to the Incidence of taxation. It may 
Tcry likely be true that the cost of educa- 
tion Is equitably distributed when, as in 
Victoria, two-flfths la derived from a real- 
ty tax and three-flfths from other forms of 
taxation; whether the latter finds Its wuy 
directly or indirectly Into the municipal 
treasury.

THE POLITIOAIi CRISIS. 

A day hns passed without indication of 
action by the Lieuti'iiant-Govcrnor, rc- 
Bpectiiis the position of affairs developed 
l).v tlio roniuU donunciatloa ot the pro- 
vmiial ministry l)y the one supporter 
who for several months has stood be- 
tween them and ignominious defeat. 
Not only thut, but the tone of the minis- 
ters yesterday indicated their intention 
to cling to power regardless of the re- 
quirements of iJoUtical decency. How- 
ever reluctant the Lieutenant-Governor 
may be to again take the conspicusiis 
part on the political stugo which on a 
former occasion brought notoriety such as 
cannot have been pleasing to His Honor, 
the circumstances of the present case 
ari! such that action on his part seems 
to be iniptTative. The Somliu govorn- 
ment is his creation; it spraug from no 
constitutional procedure, is governed by 
no constitutional precedent, and recog- 
nizi'S no code of political honor. When 
faced by dcllcat on a matter of an- 
nounced policy— the alien exclusion for 
instance— it calmly makes a new an- 
nouncement varied to suit the exigencies 
ot the nuniieiil. The house is worked 
overtime <ir turned adrift, according to 
the available strength of the parties. 
Given a temporary majority— let sick- 
ness or bereavement detain an op- 
ponent— a critical measure is taken up 
and rushed a stage or to final passnse. 

Yesterday afternoon the ministers sat 
fiilcnt tinder the taunt of tlieir ex-col- 
leugue that they were drawing salaries 
M'ithout the support of the country or of 
the house. That is, not altogether 
silent, tor an indefinite dissent came 
from the Atterney-Oi neral, who by rais- 
ing his voice called attention to his own 
inglorious position, that of a member 
•whose honor was pledged to his constit- 
uents to oppose the combination now 
existing only by virtue of his acceptance 
of the price of apostasy spurned by every 
other member of the loynl opposition. 

Yesterday's debate further serves to 
call attention to the precarious situation. 
On their own statements, redistribution 
is an imperative necessity, yet the min- 
isters dare not propose any scheme, and 
did they dare, with what semblance of 
propriety (:ould a ministry so thoroughly 
discredited in the house, and trembling 
on the verge of their political grave, be 
permitted to rearrange the electoral divi- 
sions o£ the province V Such a thing 
would be simply monstrous. 

It is only n question of a few days 
■when, if the lite of the ministry is pro- 
longed until thou, the full house will put 
a period to its existence. It would, 
however, help to establish that in public 
affairs the representative of the crown 
knows i!0 party, hut is prepared to deal 
witli all on tile same principles, were 
the Ijicutenant-Governor to take cogniz- 
ance of the fact established on the Jour- 
nals of the house, that his advisers' par- 
Jiaiiipntary majority has vanished, and 
that they no longer have even the pre- 
tence of authority other than his own to 
continue in o£Bce. 

A heavy responsibility, truly, rests 
upon the Lieutenant-Governor of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 



NOirri 1 10 UN M A ItlC ET.S. 

The fariiier.s in the Coast sections of 
this, province ought to bear in mind that 
from now on there wn'II bo a great de- 
mand for produce of all kinds in the 
Jiorthern goldtiekls. Take tlie line nt 
poultry for oxumi)le. The Yukon coun- 
try will take a very great deal of poultry. 
It is practicjilly impossible to obtain any 
(■oll^■ider:^b!e liuantity of turkeys, geese, 
(lucks or cliiekens here for shipment 
north. Indeed the home market is not 
anything like supplied. Why is this? 
What good re.ison exists for the failure 
of our rnncluMw to raise enough poultry 
for domestic use? I'orhai:)fi it might hav<' 
been nl!cge<i hitherto that the home mar- 
ket has been .so limited that there was 
no object in catering to supply it, but 
there is now a practically unlimited de- 
mand for everything in this line that cnn 
•le produced here. For eggs and butler 
tlie same demand exists. We know it \vill 
be said that it ia inipossiblo for the peo- 
ple of the Coast to compete w^ith the 
farmers of Manitoba, but we do not be- 
liftVi! there is anything in this. .V simi- 
lar argiiiiient was used in (lie State of 
Washington eight or ten years ago. When 
the newspapers there urged the farmers 
to aim nt supplying the home market, the 
reply wnfi: "What is the ii.se? Wo can- 
not hope 1o compete with Oregon and 
California." The stress of hard tinios 
brought them to their senses. Uaiichcrs 
ceased to dream of the time when they 
would cut their farms ii|) into' town lots 
iiiid began to clear tlie land and raif^e pro- 
duce. Tlie result is that WaHliiivgtou is 
now more than self-sustaining froiii a 
farming point of view, and this is one 
reason for the. steady prosperity of its 
cities. Olympia, the capital of the state, 
was fiuppo.sed eight year.=i ago to have 
fallen ui>on ev'.l days in(li>ed. Everj'thing 
that was to have made it prospcmia had 
; ■ collsipsed. Tp-day; it is far more busi- 
l:';ness-Hke than ever, and the reason is 
|;.;^hat the surrounding fanning country has 
i progressed, nie town of Wlialoom six 
years ngo was set tlown as about ready to 
tlie. All the elements of prosperity uiK>n 
which the real estate people had relied 
were apparently worthless. To-day Jt is 
nioro pro.sperou.s than ever, and the rca- 
Jiou. is .that, the ueighborhooil iti filled with 



farmers. What is true of the state of 
Wa.shingtoii can bo made true, of West 
ern British lAihiinbia. There is ; 
market, a practically unlimited market, at 
home and- in; the north .;f<)r everything 
that our rancliers can produce. ' ' 

It is important to mention in thiri c.m- 
neetion that the larger the supply of pro- 
duce, the easier it is to occupy a waiting 
market. To get customers it is ncces^ 
sarj' to have enough to sell to make it 
siimc oliject for purchasers to come to 
us to I'liy. Kor this reason we believe 
that the success of ranching in Western 
British Columbia will dci)cnd to some ex- 
tent upon the introd'iction of co-opera- 
tive method for the handling of produce. 
Jobbers need to be informed as to the 
supply of produce available. Hitherto we 
have almost forgotten the possibilities of 
our agriculture, but the fact Tcmaiufi.that 
upon the produce of its farms the future 
prosperity of tliis portion of tlie province 
re^ts to a degree which not very many 
people at present appreciate. 



SETTLED POLICY NEEDED. 

Until the middle of last week the 
policy of the British Columbia govorn- 
iiieiit was given oiU very ostentatiously 
to be to maintain the law excluding 
aliens from our placers. So firm ap- 
parently wore the ministers in this that 
one of their supporters, who during the 
recess had been very earnest in his de- 
nunciation of the law. and had threat- 
ened, so it was said, to withdraw bis 
allegiance if it was not repealeil, felt 
called upon to rise in the house and re- 
pudiate the statements atl ribuicd to 
him, and fur the Imld assert ie,i of wliieb 
111' hail received im little .redit. Xow 
the law is to be repeale.i — a complote re- 
versal of policy In something like 
twenty-four ho'ViS, a lightning change in 
polities to -.vliieli it will not be easy to 
ilisei)>-:-i- a parallel. This is ilie result, of 
a I onviction that if an opposition niem- 
lit r should introduce a bill to repeal the 
law. it would certainly pass. The 
goveriiiiienl has no policy except to hold 
Dllice at any cost. It will perforin all 
manner of political acrobatic feats rather 
than resign. Surely it is time that men 
were placed in ofllcc who will have a 
s(Htle<l iiolicy of some kind. This ob- 
servation apiilies not only to the Placer 
;\Iinos Act, but to the wlnde range of 
subjects coming within the scope of the 
powers of the legislature. This is no 
time for opportunism. 

The events that have tninspired anil 
are transpiring in Kootenay illustrate 
the necessity for soniothing approaching 
statesmanship at the head of affairs. 
Briti3h Columbia is a province where an 
immense amount of work has to be done, 
if its great resources are to be iitili/cd 
and it is to bpconie the hnme of a grow- 
ing and prosperous population. Every 
one, capitalists as well as wage-earners, 
must know where they stand and where 
they are likely to stand in the future. 
Therefore wo need a ministry, which 
will adopt a line of policy after due con- 
sideration, and stick to it notwithstand- 
ing the temporary fluctuations in public 
sentiment. .\ wobbling policy is the 
worst thing possible. It creates un- 
easiness, and where uneasiness exists 
the development of a country, no matter 
how rich it may be potentially, will be 
slow and uncertain. Capitalists want 
to know what to expect, but vragc- 
earners are even more concerned to 
know that the conditions under which 
they live approach permanency. We 
believe the latter are really more con- 
cerned In the establishment of a settled 
|)olicy than the former. As n rule the 
members of the capitalist class investing 
in a province like British Columbia do 
not risk anj-thing like their all. They 
venture a portion of their means iu our 
mines or some other business. If they 
unfortunately lose. they write the 
amount oft and thereafter look else- 
where for investments. If tio dividends 
are forthcoming for n long time they are 
not specially embarrassed thereby. All 
their eggs are not ia tlio same basket. 
Therefore if they find the laws of the 
province unfavorable to investments, 
they simply let it alone, for there are 
plenty of local. ties where satisfactory 
conditions exist. With the wage-earner 
things are very different. When he 
couiea to British Columbia he risks hi 
all. As a rule he burns his bridges 
Ixdiind him. If through the working of 
unwise laws his employment ceases, his 
means of living from day to day are 
gone. lie niiisi seek work elsewhere, 
and if the position of a capitalist seek- 
ing investment calls for legislative eon- 
sideratioa, certainly that of the head of 
ii family seeking employment does so 
even to a greater degree. I?nt perma- 
ueiiey of eniiiloyment can only be secured 
when the investment of capital is sate. 
'I'lins it is that the interests of capital 
and labor are identical, and it is of the 
utmost Importance to the latter that the 
rormcr should receive a due measure ot 
protection. 

With some knowledge of how wage- 
earuors look upon public questions, with 
a hearty appreciation of their sound 
common sense and conservatism, we be- 
lieve there is no class in British Colum- 
bia, which would more cordially wel- 
come a Dnn and settled policy than they. 
T.'nforttinaiely there are too many men 
in public life, who are .afraid of what 
they call "the labor question." Thoy 
iiuve Hchooleil themselves into thi? belief 
that the majority of workinginen are 
hostile to capitalists, and they act upon 
the baseless stipposition that the wage- 
earners can be befooled by soft words 
and vague protestations of friendship.

DEPEW ON KENTUCKY. 

The Assassinated "Governor" Author ot 
(Jreat I'olitical Crime of Which 
lie Became Victim. 

.\ew York, hY>b. 12.— Senator C. 51. 

Depew presided over and delivered the 
liriiicipal address at the Mth annual 
Lincoln dinner of the Kepublicaii Club 
held at Delmoiiico's to-night. The din- 
ner was attended by aOO members of the 
olu'n and their guests. Senator Depew, 
before inlroiiucing tlii! first speaker ad- 
dressed the gatlitring in part as follows: 

"it is ail interesting (|iiestion us we 
closi' (uic century and enter upon aiiothiT 
li> speculate as to who will survive for 
the ninetcentli century as the representa- 
tive of what has been done during these 
hundred years, Tli(mi;li we are only cine 
century in advance of the ISlh, yet of 
all the \i-ortlries who tilled the iiiiiid and 
eye of the generations of that period only 
Iwi) are uinversally and cuminiHily rce.ig- 
uizeil of all men— (ieurge \\'asliingtnn 
and iXaiiiileon. When the liDth shall have 
been lost in the 21st or the 22iiil, and the 
story of the l!)th is recalled, 1 doubt if 
there will bo in the mind of the school- 
boy and the average man or woman any 
other well known names than in Europe, 
Bismarck; in America, Lincoln. 

"While Woshington stands as repre- 
senting the constructive forces which 
created modern rpprescntative govern- 
ment and the power ot the people, Abra- 
ham Lincoln will stand as the representa- 
tive ot this niarvellnus advance in oman- 
cipatiion and reconstruction. In these 
days when it is common to try to build 
parlier; issues upon class hatred, Lincoln 
stands as the representative of all classes, 
if there be such lit our country. 

"A student of the teachings of Lincoln 
will find instructive Ics.sons nppldcable to 
the present conditions in the State of 
Kentucky. The situation in that coni- 
moiiweallh brings emphatically to the 
front one of the perils of our inst itutinns. 
The country lis filled with horror both at 
the imirdcr of Mr. Coebel and the causes 
which led lo it. One crime never justi- 
fies another, and the only safety of com- 
miiiiilies is the stern puiiishment of the 
ci'iniinal and condenniatiou of the <'riine. 

■'Di.smissiiig the tragedy which we all 
lament- and which was the culmination 
of Kenlueky's electoral dillieull ies, we 
come at once to the lesson, of Lincoln. 
The whole spirit of philosophy of Liii- 
eoln's political rule was the power of 
the people. , No statesman ever so 
tlH)roughly believed that the voice of thi;

Luckilv the hole in the bark fras just 
above "the water-lino. Had it been a 
few inches lower she must have sank 
with the valuable cargo of concentrates 
which she was taking from the Tread- 
well mines to the Tacoma smelter. As 
it was, it was considered necessary to 
ship some of the oargo. Four hours 
after the accident, the Willapa, coming 
south, picked up the CDolorado and 
towed her to a safe anchorage at 1 ort 
Harvey, a short distance from the scene 
of the accident. 

Capt. Butler was not in the pilot house 
when the Lome ran ashore. He had 
gone below for a rest, leaving Pilot H. 
Langley in charge. A very heavy snow- 
storm sprang up, and it was during this 
that the tug gnmnded just off the 
Adams river. Capt. Butler felt the 
shock ami immediately rushed on deck; 
but the Lorne co.uld not be moved, and 
the (Colorado had too much headway lo 
be stojiped, so the collision w;is inevit- 
able. The Lorne lloated at high water

Education Test 
For Coal Miners 



Mr. Bryden Shows How Harshly 
It Will Bear on Worthy 
White Men. 



Workers In Other Industries 
Equally Entitled to Protec- 
tion Against Chinese. 



The following is the concluding portion 
ol the debate in the legislature on Mou- 
dayr on the motion for second reading 
of the Coal Mines Regulation Bill: 

MK. BOOTH did not consider . it in- 
cumbent upon him to give a silent vote 
on BO important a matter as tJiis bill. 
He did not see that one particle of evi- 
dence had been adduced to show that 
any accident in the mines had resulted 
from carelessness or incompetence on 
the part of Chinese workmen. On the 
contrary he could himself recall one 
serious accident that had been due en- 
tirely to one of the best white workers 
in the mine, who had neglected ordinary 
precautions in regard to which he had 
been duly warned, and so caused a dis- 
astrous explosion. It was a fact, too, 
that the white miners when the oppor- 
tunity presented would themselves em- 
ploy Chinese and patronize this class of 
the community. He knew of one place 
on the New Vancouver Coal Co.'s farm 
where 35 Chinese were employed in rais- 
ing morlcet produce that was purchased 
by the miners. This was not less seri- 
ous competition thuTi it they were direct- 
ly competing with the white workmen 
underground. Then as to the educa- 
tional test, he contended that a China- 
man would learn to road as quickly as 
a white man, while it might l)e that, 
although presenting himself with u uni- 
versity degree, lie would be unable to 
re'\d and understaiKi " to the satisfac- 
tion of the inspector." In a year, how- 
ever, this law, even if it did pass, would 
unquestionably l)e a dead letter, for it 
was fated to disallowance. In the 
meanwhile the Belgians, Italians ami 
other foreign-born miners employed in 
the vicinity of Nanaimo would probably 
lose their work. The point which ho 
took was, however, that the Chinese had 
not been proved a distinct element of 
danger in the mines, and until this was 
done he refused to lend his aid to bol- 
stering up one class of labor at the ex- 
pense of another. The same miners 
who objected so loudly to the employ- 
ment of Chinese underground were ready 
to themselves employ them underground, 
and the force of their argumont was 
therefore lost, while in the absence of 
proof that it was an element of danger 
to employ Chinese in mines, he was 
bound to oppose the bill — more particu- 
larly as in the question of class vs. class 
it was the duty of the legislature to safe- 
guard the indisputable rights of the 
weaker. 

>ni. KTDD felt deeply, he said, on 
Ibis question, which was not so much 
who should or should not work in coal 
mines, but whether this province should 
be the heritage of a British or an alien 
race. The strongest argument thus far 
adduced against the bill Iinfl been that in 
seeking to legislate against this yellow 
alien race, the house might, without 
wish to, exclude some good white miners 
who unhappily might not have the ad- 
vantages of education. It would in his 
mind, however, be hotter to Knerifice the 
interests of a few than sacrifice a num- 
ber of lives by porniitting the Chinese 
to continue to be employed until some 
terrible disaster occurred, involving a 
loss of many valuable lives. From his 
own long experience in this country he 
had learned that few Chinese became 
able to understand quickly and intelli- 
gently what was said to them in English, 
for although they were ready enough to 
say " me sabee," their actions diowed 
that they did not. He could easily 
understand the feelings of the white 
laborers in the coal mines, whose lives 
were practically placed in jeopardy by 
the employment among them of these 
ignorant members of an alien race. He 
held that the great wealth of the coun- 
try had been developed through the 
efforts of the British, and that their 
prior right to share in this wealth must 
be recognized. British liberty, fought 
and legislated for during the centuries, 
wns the most complete in the world — 
under the British flag nil classes en- 
joyed equal privileges, liut it was ridi- 
cnlons to allow foreigners to take from 
us onr inheritance and divide It among 
them. If nothing more wore done the 
passing of this 1)111 would show to the 
Dominion nnd the Home government 
th.at the peoi)le of BritislA Ci)luml»'n 
were determine<i to stand up for their 
rights. 

MK. HIOOINS in continliing the do- 
bate directed nttentlon to an extraordin- 
ary -matter referred to in the Ijiternry 
Digest, in connection with nn- unsuccess- 
ful attempt in one of the United St.Ttes 
to disfranohise the negro residents — 
drawing an analogy with the nro.sent 
conditions here. IIo wna fully im- 
pressed with the lu'cosslty of doing 
somothinjj to' check the influx of Chinese 
to this province, nnd even went .so far 
flS ; to say^ati^j jio rcBtrictloui wci^ 



secured, it would not be so very long ere 
Chinose legislators were found sitting in 
the house making laws for the whites. 
Ho could not but anticipate that the 
present bill would fail in meeting the 
dilliculty, while doing grievous injustico 
to many white workers. It was on this 
ground that he felt compelled to vote 
against the bill. 

MB. K. HALL declared that, as he 
had promised at the huntings, any meas- 
ure calculated to exclude the Chinese and 
.Tapauene would have his support. This 
meaaure as he interpreted it woidd not 
tio operate, however. It was an uucon- 
cititntional nioasure; while it could not 
prove to be in the direction of depriving 
some worthy men of the right that every 
nnin in the land rightly possessed— in 
earn his bread by honest labor. This 
was a right that should be denied to no 
man— 'vhite or black or even yellow. The 
bill, too, placed too mucli power in the 
hands of the inspector, creating him an 
absolute dictator. It would keep good 
men out of the countrj', deprive others of 
employment, and was not in iteelf hon- 
est in principle. Ho was well aware that 
many good miners were men who could 
neither read nor write— these were not 
essential qualifications for their business. 
He was prepared to admit that many of 
these men who could neither read nor 
write, knew more about a coal mine and 
coal mining in a day than he himself did 
in a year. All the efforts of British Col- 
umbia in the Chinese question should be 
properly and constantly directed towards 
keeping the Orientals out; when they 
were here and working for their living 
they should not be thrown unemployed 
upon the community. Tliis measure would 
be non-effective, and seemed to liim noth- 
ing more as a whole than political clap- 
trap. What was wanted was a bill 1o 
keep the Chinese out, and to get thin 
British Columbians would hive to agi- 
tato continually. Tht- pre- i 'r!l was a 
subterfuge and a deceit. 

MK. rOOIjEY pronounced the bill 
one of the most cruel measuro'. that had 
ever boon brought before a legislative 
body. One could hardly believe that in 
any civilized coiintiy in the ye.ar of grace 
1900 such 11 measure cduld lie entertained 
—a bill that would give one class of the 
conununity deripotie power over their fel- 
low workers, merely because these, their 
fellows, had been more fortunate in se- 
curing an education! Because they were 
so unfortunate as to be unable to read, 
the representatives of the unions pro- 
posed to send thom out into the streets, 
deprived of the means that were theirs 
to earn broad for themselveSj their 
wives imd their children. Disguise it as 
one might unTler the pretence that It was 
a blow at the Chinese, this bill remained 
what it must bo regarded by all think- 
ing men— a disgrace to humanity. The 
bill providi'd that an inspector was to go 
into lhi> mine and decide how many could 
read and write and "understand" — the 
inspector was to be more than a eehool- 
master— he was to be able to give the 
good miner twelve months in wkjch he 
might prepare himself for satisfying the 
examination prescribed l)y tlie inspector- 
it was for this inspei'tor to decide whe- 
ther or not the miner should be? allowed 
to earn bread for himself, his wife and 
family— the intipector was to l)e omnipo 
tent — he was tlie power to give life oi 
death — and yet he himself was to bo the 
appointee of a government that was to- 
day ruled by the Nanaimo union and the 
manager of the New Vancouver Coal 
Company. Where were the provisions 
that this inspector should be a man of 
superior intelligence; be miglit even be 
unable to "read in JiJuglish and under 
stand" himself. Certainly he would be 
but the mouthpiece of the government, 
which in turn obeyed the behests of the 
union and the manager of the New Van- 
couver Coal Company. He defied con- 
tradiction of the statement. The Min- 
ister of Finance smiled — or was it the 
Chief Commissioner V— or some other dig- 
nitary? 'J'his gentleman was the pro- 
prietor of a paper known «3 the News- 
Advertiser 

Hon. Mr. Cotton — No; I'm not. 

Mr. I'oole.v— Well, the editor—. 

Hon. .Mr. Cotton— Nor yet the editor. 

Mr. Pooley continued that if not the 
editor now. the honorable gentleman 
had been until very recently indeed. He 
was certainly still .-egarded as the gontle- 
nmn responsible for the conduct of the 
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News-Advertiser, which paiior hiid only 
a few days ago stated that the opposi- 
tion in the house was eoiurolled by the 
" Victoria clique." He denied this, but 
pointed to the fact that no one could 
dispute that the government of to-ilay 
was ruled absolutely liy the Nanaimo 
eli(iiie. The insiiector under this act 
would in consequence be a nominee of 
the Nanaimo union and the New Van- 
couver Coal Co., and no one not in 
sympathy with the union nnd that com 
pnny could expect to bp allowed to work. 
He was surprised to find that anyone 
could be found with sullieiont daring, or 
rather tcuaerity, to introduce such n bill. 
Even the President of the Council could 
not stand to the work he had at first 
undertaken, for after he had brought in 
this bill he had weakened perceptibly on 
its most cruel section, and announced 
that he would introduce an amendment 
to it. He would give the honorable 
gentleman credit for that. As for so- 
called offenders under this net — it was 
provided that they were to bo lirougbt 
before a magistrate or two justii-es of 
the peace- iill likewise appointed by the 
government at the dictate of the Now 
Vancouver Cou! Co.— and no appeal was 
allowed from tho judgment of this 
tribunal. No poor man brought under 
this legislation before this partizan 
court had any recourse from its decrees; 
the right of appeal was absolutely de- 
nied, in contravention of every principle 
of British justice. He hoped that even 
gentlemen opposite would recognize and 
admit the necessity of amendment in 
this particular when the bill went into 
committee— if it did. The bill, to par- 
ticularize its contents, had three prin- 
ciides— first to prevent anyone earning 
his bread by honest labor unless he can 
read or write, even although he might 
have been virtually brought up in a coal 
mine from bis earliest youth, some of 
whom knew far more about a mine than 
even the hononible member for South 
Nanaimo. Keferring parenthetically to 
the accident to which this member had 
referred, the senior member for Ksqui- 
malt showed that it had been caused by 
one of the very best and most experi- 
enced white miners In Nanaimo, who had 
become careless and left liis ssafety 
lamp behind, exposing his cap-lamp to 
gas and causing an explosion that cost 
hi.s own and many other valuable lives. 
If this bill was to exclude Chinese it diil 
not carry truth or its character on its 
face. It did not In any way suggest u 
method of getting the Chinese out of 
the province. As a matter of fact the 
only way to deal with the Chinese was 
by getting the Dominion to iuipose a 
larger per capita tax on alien imnij- 
grants, the province not having power 
to do so. The bill, as he hud said be- 
fore, was tlje most cruel piece of legis- 
lation that had ever been seen— if the 
presence of uneducated men in the 
mines was a menace, it would have been 
found out in practice long ago; if tJiis 
danger liad bi'en an existent one, a fact, 
it would have been properly legislated 
against in England long centuries ago. 
But no such thing had ever been sug- 
gested. It had remained for a few men 
in Nanaimo to say, in defiance of the 
history of the world, that because a man 
was unaVile to read he thereby became 
dangerous as a workman In a mine. It 
was (juite easy for these uneducated 
men to understand the rules without 
themselves r(?ading them, for they could 
be duly explained to them verbally, and 
be more intelligible indeed than they 
would be tlirMUgli the mere rt-ading — an 
uiuiceustomed task perhaps to the ma- 
jority of miners. If, however, it were 
necessary to have the rules printed, they 
should be displayed In the language 
with which the miners were most 
familiar — it did not necessarily follow 
that II ninn was ignorant because he 
could not rend in the English. He could 
not see why this hill should have been 
brought forward at all. It was not to 
be justified on the score of the Chinose 
and Japanese, for it went much further 
than these and operated against all 
inlni^rH as were so unfortunate as to be 
unable to read. If passed, this bill 
would be a disgrace upon the statute 
book and in after years parlianienturiaiiK 
would come to inquire with amnzeiiieiil 
how any legislative body could ever 
have been induced to iierpotrate so 
monumenlal nn injustice — to drive a 
iiumbor of honest, hnrd-working ,i^«Kple 
into the utreets to starve, for no ■ her 
reason than that they were so UiUortu- 
nate as to bo illiterate. 

MR. A. W. SMITH spoke ^briefly in re- 
lation to the bill. As ho read It there 
was nothing about Chinese or Japnnet^e. 
He was prepared if the government was 
iione«tly attempting to protect white men 
against Chinese Inhor competition to vote 
with it to (exclude the Chinese, but, so 
far as this bill -was concerned, it appear- 
ed to .him that it was drawn for the pur- 
pose of endeavoring to monopolize the 
coal mining industry for tho^ie who wore 
educated. There were a number of Brit- 
ish subjects in British Columbia and 
other parte of the Domiiiinn who wore 
niialile to read or speak English, and it 
was absurd to say that they could not 
go into a coal mine with as much safety 
as iinyono who could read the language. 
-V great many of those people would, if 
tliey wanted to come up to the require- 
iiieiitK of tho proposed government 
amendment, not only have to loarn to 
read English but to speak it as well. He 
thought it was unfair to introduce a bill 
that wouhl prevent coal miners in Britipsh 
Columbia from getting a living. ITe 
knew a large uuniher of miners, from 
(Cornwall, Wales, Nova Scolia and other 
idaees who were unable to speak or rend 
the English language, A number of peo- 
jaje .coH^iliK fromfjl'^iuoe Bdwnrd Island 



I'liuld iKit speuk English. The govern- 
ment should he careful in what it was 
doing. He tiriiily believed that if this 
bill lieeame l:i\v it would place? Nanaimo 
111 the hands m the union, as the bill was 
trained for that iiiirpose. .Nd statistics 
had iK'en produced to show that h'rench- 
Caniidinns, or t'oriushmen or Welshmen, 
who could iiol read, were dangerous men 
to work In mines. If the government 
was prepared to bring in a bill to exclude 
Chinese or .fapMiieso from working in tho 
province he would support it, but he 
could not Kupiiort such a bill as this. 

MK. McBKIJJK said that it had tstruck 
iiim when this measure N\as introduced 
liy the I'resldent of the Council that there 
nui.-it be a very considerable haste on 
tho part of the government in framing 
this legislation. That impression hnd 
been strengtht iied by- the fact of tho in- 
troduction of the government amend- 
ment. It wa.s evident to him that there 
was a power behind the throne impelling 
the government of the day to enact Icgis- 
latiou of this character. If there was 
ciuch nbsohttc necessity for this bill how 
was it thut the member for South Na- 
naimo had not insisted on iis passage last 
year. Ue claimed that no accident in the 
coal mines hnd been directly attributable 
to the presence of Chinese underground, 
and traced the results that would natur- 
ally present themselves if the Chinese 
now employed in the mines would be 
compelled to .seek work in other fields o£ 
industry tliroughtout the province — many 
no <loubt finding their way into the farms 
of the b'raser and the mills at New West- 
minster. He thought that it the govern- 
ment did nut withdraw the measure in 
its entirety they should lose no time in 
refraining tlie bill so as to make it more 
in accord with what was right and just 
to all classes. 

HON. MK. HENDEKSON pointei 
out the extreme dangers of the occupa 
lion of coal mining and said this legisia 
lion was iiut forward with the object of 
protecting ilie miners. He referred at 
come length lo the privy council test case 
iirouglit by .Mr. Bryden, the manager of 
the Union t'olliery, against that company; 
he did not s.iy tlu^re was any collusion 
in that iM!<e, but In.' thought that if the 
action h.id been taken by some other 
party a ditTerent ri^sult might have been 
iiinili" before the privy council to show 
that ( 'hiiiesisi were dangerous as workers 
in tlie onal mines. 'J'hat body tlieri.'fore 
.u:ne it.s deeisiuii ;-.iiii|iiy upon tile grounds 
that the provincial legislature had no 
power 10 legislate with respect to Chinese. 
The house was perfectly justified in do- 
ing all that coii'd be done to make the 
conditions cf nibor euch as would enable 
the worker to be protected in his employ- 
ment. Ho thought tho bouse would have 
the sentinient of the country behind it in 
ptisslng this legislation, which ho bidieved 
would 111- foiiiid intra vires. 

On the (luestion being called, Messrs. 
Turner and Kellie rose pruclicully simul- 
tanuomily, although Mr. Turner only ad- 
dressed the, Chair. 

"Air. Speaker," he said 

Then some member of the government 
side directed attention to the fact (real 
or supposed) that Mr. Kellie had had 
the lloor. A short interchange of rules 
and urecodents followed, when to ter- 
minate unprofitable discussion, Mr. Pren- 
tice suggested: 

"Let Mr. Kellie speak first if he wants 
to and then Mr. Turner — there's plenty 
of time for everyone to have u show. 'J'he 
night's young yet." 

Mr. Kellie wns accordingly given the 
lloor, when he as once proceeded to move' 
thte Drcvlous oucstion. 

The injiiHtice of this discourteous pro- 
ceeding Avas protested against by the op- 
liosition, hnt the motion was pressed, 
and carried by tho division of 17 to IIJ, 
Mr. Helnickcn voting "aye" and ^Mr. 
Prentice "no." The same division was 
recorded on the defeat of tho amend- 
ment, and the carrying of tho second 
rending of the bill. 

It will probably reach the committee 
stage on Friday.

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MK. BRYCB AND THE SOUTH AF- 
RICAN WAR. 

To the Kdltor of the Rural World. 

•Sir: Dni-lng my recent extended tour In 
tlio United .States it was plonsant to noliee 
the warm nnd friendly feeling towards 
tills country wliicb existed almost every- 
where. With regard to the present war "in 
South Africa, American sympathy and opin- 
ion seemed generally to be on our side. It 
was understood that we were fighting for 
those principles of liberty which are the 
basis of the very ejclstencc of the great Am- 
erican nation. 

O? course there Is nn antl-Engllsh press 
In the States, tho writers In which are 
violently on tho side of the lioers. 'JMieso 
writers by themselves would have little ef- 
fect on tho mass of American opinion, as 
their motives are quite understood. Unfor- 
tunately, however, they are able to <iuote 
nnd to use as texts the utterances of pub- 
lic men in this country in support of anti- 
British views. 

I have Just read in the North American 
Uevlew of Inst mouth an article hy^ Mr. 
Hryee, in which the causes of the present 
eonliict are "Bkotched in outline for Am- 
erican readers." 

It Ih staled by nn American correspondent 
that the utterances of Mr. Bryce have dune 
mucli to turn the current of American opiu- 
luii Into an antl-Brltlsh channel. 

In this country Mr. Bryce's opinions ou 
the war would have little or no influence, 
but In America he is known as an ex-minis- 
ter of the crown, and more particularly as 
the author of the "American Common- 
wealtU," a book which has been well re- 
ceived In the States. Sis opinions, there- 
fore, written specialty for "American rend- 
ers," are likely to have undue weight. The 
article referred to puts the British case In a 
most unfnvornble light. The account given 
and the opinions expressed In it are not 
Mkely to afreet any one who is acipialnted 
with the stnte of nlfalrs in South Africa 
for some years past, and whicli lias render- 
(•d the present crisis Inevitable; but Anier- 
' lean readers coming fresh to the subject 
j .are too likely to conclude from a perusal 
[Mf tlie article that the British case Is Pt 
least a doubtful one. 

The first part of tlie artical Is historical. 
Mr. Hryee seems to Ignore the position of 
(!reat Ilrltalii as a purumcmnt power In 
South Afrle.'i confronted witb the Traiis- 
vnals <iU(\stlon. a question fraught wltli 
danger to the jieace and prosperity of her 
«nri-ouHdiiig colonies. The Bo(!rs nnd the 
lirltlKli are rather represented as rlvnl 
powers striving together, with cqunl rights, 
for tho "possession of the unappropriated 
parts of South Africa. 

The annexation of 1S7T Is described as "a 
high-handed act," no more to be jastifled 
than would be the seizing of the neighbor- 
ing territories of Portugal. Mr. Bryce ad- 
mits that the Boers before the annexation 
were In such straits that It Is probable they 
would have nskcd for a British protector- 
ate. He, however, omits the circumslaiu'es 
of the position, and their vital Imiiortaiiee 
as affecting our South African possessions. 
He Ignores ultogetlier tin- fa(;ts that, the 
Iloers before tin- aiiiiexat ion were? bankrupt 
In money and all other resources; that tliey 
were defeated and crushed, and would al- 
most certainly have been wiped out by the 
then powerful and warlike Zulus; that in 
their dlrr- straits a large proportion of them 
tietitloned for the protection of Britain; 
tliat Kruger himself held office under the 
itrltisb government after annexation, and 
that it was only after security was restor- 
ed, their debts paid, the power of their en- 
emies finniiy destroyed, and every benefit 
received, that the Bocrg rose in rebellion 
against the power which, by the policy of 
annexation, hnd saved them from destruc- 
tion. 

He praises, of course, tjic action of the 
Uritish govenlment In 1881 in surrendering 
to the Boers and giving them independence 
after the defeat of .Majiiba Hill. With re- 
gard to tlie Hubsotpient policy of the Trans- 
vaal government towards tho OuthiuderH, 
to whom tho Hoers hnd "sold their lands 
where the gold beds were worked," Mr. 
Hryee states that the Boers were determin- 
ed that the crowd of miners should not 
iiverrun the republic they bad founded af- 
ter having "thrown oH by their valor the 
yoke which England had for four years laid 
upon them." To exclude the iuimlgrants 
would, however, be "to sacrUlce the grow- 
ing revenues received from the mines," so 
It was decided to keep the immigrants (and 
the revenues), but to exclude them from 
all political power, and this, adds Mr. 
Bryce, "wos an obvious form of self-prcser- 
vntlon." 

Mr. Bryce describes tho Boers as "stren- 
uous fighters, pious Calvlnlsts, and endow- 
ed with many excellent quaiilles." ad- 
mits that "the virtues that ndornwi their 
rustic simplicity" yielded to the tempta- 
tions of a large revenue (a rcvcnno pro- 
vided by the Outlanders), and their admin- 
istration became "not only Incfflclcut, but 
to some extent corrupt," while th<j admlnlg- 
'ratlon provided for the Outlanders was 
"Inefficient and costly." This Is the mild 
description placed before "American rend- 
ers" of one of the most oppresHlvo and cor- 
rupt Oligarchies In the world. 

Mr. Bryce declares that the subsequent 
troubles In South Africa, Including the 
present war, were due to the. Johannesburg 
rising hnd the Jameson raid. It does not 
seem to have occurred to him to recite the 
long story of oppression; to refer to the 
deaf ear turned to every petition, nnd tho 
contempt thrown on every constitutional 
movement for reform which preceded the 
.Tohanncshurg rising and he Jameson raid, 
lie does not say that If a tolerably fair 
form of administration had been coiice<led 
—even if the denial of the rights of citi- 
zenship lo individuals had been continued- 
It is probable that the raid nnd I be Johan- 
nesburg rising would never have occurred. 

Mr. Bryce speaks -of the ■'conceiislons" 
<nade by tho Boers; but everyone whoihns 
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•Uudlcd the courHo of events knows well 
that, though promises nnd crafty proposals 
were frequent, no real concessions were 
luiide. Ou the contrary, the treatment of 
liriiisli .subjects grow wor.se and worse, in 
direct violation of tlie condition precedent 
of the convention made with the Boer 
rulers in ISSI, who then stated, "To all In- 
habllantfl, without oxceiitlon, we pronilso 
tho protection of the law and all the priv- 
ileges attendant thereon." 

The record ot the last tlftecn years has 
heou one of exaction, corruption, and brok- 
en pledges. . The people who have provided 
four fifths of the revenue' of the' country 
have been denied all voice in'' Its goVern- 
incut, every rie:ht of cIttzenBblp, aiid have 
been subject to brutal and flagrant' abuses, 
for which no redrcmi. could tib obtained. 

Mr. Bryce. states that there, were "some 
among the . ESngllsh who desired, to '.. seize 
the richest gold fields In the world, nnd 
were working hard to bring on war with 
that aim." It seems to me that this accusa- 
tion is as unjust as It Is untrue. He further 
statCB that it was only a few of the more 
vlolrnt spirits among the Boers who 
dreamt ot ousting England and turning 
South Africa Into one Dutch coinuionweaitli. 
This is hardly borne out by subseiiuent 
events, ty ■ the Boer proclaniatious annex- 
ing the British territory which they had 
invaded. Mr. Bryce tell.s the Anierlcan 
readers that Erilaln "possessed no more 
general riglit of interfering witli the inter- 
nal alt.'ilr.-i than with the affairs of Bel- 
gium or X'ortugal." He ought In fairness 
to have said that Britain never wished or 
sought to Interfere with tho Internal af- 
fairs of the Transvaal further than to do- 
in'und that the letter and spirit of tlie con- 
vention should - be observed, that the posi- 



tive pledges ot the Boers should be kept, 
and that tho Intolerable tyranny practised 
on British subjects should cease. The only 
alternative was for this country to sur- . 
render at Boer dictation her position as the 
paramount power in South Africa, an al- 
ternative tliat only a Little Hnglandor could 
contemplate. Mr. Bryce sums up his argu- 
ments by stating that by the language used 
by the British ministry, nnd by sending 
out troops to South Africa, the Boers were 
led to the conclusion that by remaining 
quiet till the British forces were augment- 
ed they would lose the only military advan- 
tage they had, and they therefore declared 
war. By so doing, Mr. Bryce adds, "they 
took tlie only course whicli brave men who 
were not going to moke «ay further cou- 
ccBsIons could have taken." He passes 
lightly over the action of the* Orange Free 
State, with whom we had no quarrel, by 
simply stating that "each of the two repub- 
lics bound itself to defend the other if un- 
justly attacked." 

The hostile portion of the press of Amer- 
ica has naturally used this article In sup- 
pert of its pro-Boer policy. One antl-Brlt- 
lsh paper, I notice, is reported to have tri- 
umphantly reinnrliod, "The historian Bryce 
Indicts Great Britain for her treatment of 
the Boer republics." 

At a time when the whole nation is pour- 
ing out Its blood and treasure, and making 
every Baerillee in the pro.seeutlon of a right- 
eous war, if there ever wn.s one, it is to 
be regretted that one of our fellow country- 
men should have placed before the Ainei-1- 
cnn people on utterance which seems to me 
to be. altogether of rt partisan character, 
and In Which there Is not a single patriotic 
sentiment thot I can find. ■

On thf shoulders of the throe members 
of the legislature whose names I have men- 
tioned rests the whole responsibility In this 
matter. 
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To itie Editor of the Coloulst: 

Sir: There arc now many hundreds of 
miners going about Idle in West Kootenay 
because of tile enforcement of the eight- 
hour law. It may be said that every Im- 
portant mine has now been shut down, ond 
Willie It Is probable that In one or two Im- 
portant cases tbe diseliarge of the eiii- 
l)Ioyees Is to bo nttrlbuted Immediately to 
other causes than the eight-hour law, still 
It Is to be suspected that the' mnnngers In 
those exceptional cases are shrewdly act- 
ing In the belief tliat tbe present is a goml 
time to do any other work tliey liave tn do 
about tlie mines, except mining. Tbe residt 
of tills closing down of tbe mines lias pro- 
duced a situation of tbe gravest nature in 
Kootenay. The loss Is tremendous In such 
a community, general business is stagr.uted, 
and besides miners are as a consequence 
on the verge of destitution. Nor is Ibis 
all, for the continuance of those conditions 
for any length of time will paralyze the ef- 
forts of mining promoters in this pr(>^'lnce 
for yrairs to come, and stop the natural 
growtfi of mining enterprise which other- 
wise we would be snre to witness. It Is 
thus a matter of provincial If not Indeed 
great national concern, that the strongest 
possible efforts should at once bo made to 
avert the calamity which Is now ho darkly 
iornning up in the future. 

Tlii.s tronlile that has come about has not 
lieeii or tlie niakinjc of tlie groat raiijorlty 
of tlio miners themselves. Tliere is abund- 
ant evidence tiiat tliey have been forced 
into it by tlio paid agitators of an insti- 
tution called the Western Federation of 
llliiers— an alien Institution having its 
headquarters In tbe United States. Tliey 
have come to Ilrltish Columbia to make 
this tlio battle ground of their tyranny, 
careless of or rejoicing In the desolation 
they are creating. Wb.lt sympathy can 
British Columbians have with these peo- 
ple? Why sbould we be made the dupes 
of their maleToIesce? 

W. J. Brjran, a candidate for the presi- 
dency of the United .States, tlie silver agl- 
aor, a demagogne of the ennie Kind .'as 
the Western Federation of Miners rabble, 
addressed n meeting In Carnegie hall last 
week. In the course of his remarks, as re- 
ported by the Associated Press, he said: 

"Over in South Africa England started 
what she thought was going to be a ilttie 
war, and yet her soidiei-s iiave not yet 
reached Ladysraltb, and God grant tbey 
never wlil. 

"Tills sentiment evokoil (lie loudest ap- 
pluase of the evi^nlng. Tlie aiiilieiice 
stamped and howled and rose to its feet 
en masse. 

" 'Tiiree cbeers for Knipor.' slionted 
soiiK^ one, and they were Joined in liy al- 
most ever.v one In the hall." 

II is at tbe Instigation of people liolding 
siirli views as these that the oigbt-honr 
law was patsed la this province. It is to 
tliem that Is to be attributed the calamity 
that has overtaken tbe Kootenay. There 
was no demand for the change In the law 
till the emissaries of the Western Miners' 
Federation Invaded this prorlncc with the 
very object of doing what they have done. 
So insolent wore their methods that tbey 
4lid not even condescend to effect their ob- 
ject through the demand of the miners 
themselves, but boldly attacked the 
legislative function at its head and carried 
lie' day, so to speak, witliout fli-ing a gun. 
It was a compioto surprlso to the great 
liody of the working miners of Kootenay 
when tbey learned tliat the act bad been 
IJiissed li.v the legislature. The momliers re- 
lireseiiting the Slocan district— tbe district 
so far most serlousI.v affected by tbe act- 
declares that lio was nevi^r spoken to by 
the miners on sneli a sti!)Jeet previous to 
I be time it was paused, ami the miners 
were getting along prosperously and well 
satisfied witli their conditions. 

lint tlie act was passed and they were 
forced to obey It. Tbey were between two 
tires, for on the other liand they were ter- 
rorized by the Western Federation. This 
is plainly shown by the fact that a com- 
promise which was proposed by the mine 
owners of the Slocan to pay $3,215 for the 
shorter day of eight hours, Instead of 13.50 
for ten banrs, was almost unanimously ac- 
cepted, only 17 voting against It. But this 

' was before the alien federation had got in 
Its flue work, and they were induced to go 
baek on their word. 

But what is to be done? A condition ex- 
ists, as I have said, wbieli threatens gen- 
eral disaster In this province. To allow It 
to go further Is what must lie avoided. The 
situation must eitlier grow blotter or worse 
rapidly. As an evidence of tbe danger: 
The Western Federation is already propos- 
ing that It the mine owners refuse to come 
to tlieir terms, the government must be 
compelled to introduce legislation wbereliy 
the whole value of a mine tliat Is not work- 
iiig shall be estimated and b.v imposing a 
lilgli rate of taxation on the property force 
tbe owner either to come to tlio terms of 
the Western Federation or surrender the 
property! It can easily be seen bow the 
suggestion of the possibility of such a thing 
win down this province In the eyes of the 
whole investing public. 

Now, I am convinced of tlils, that there 
Is hardly a member of the legislature, no 
matter, what abstract ylews b^, may hold

.Sir: The Slocan district, after over eight 

months enforced Idleness, consequent upon 
the passage of I lie eight-hour bill. Is Just 
beginning to waken once more to tlie sound 
of industry. .\fter some years, for tbe 
l.irocess will b<' slow and l<iiig, it may enjoy 
its former era of jirosperlty. Tbe ciiief 
coiiimlssloiier of lands and works, .Mr. Car- 
ter-Colton, tidd tlKr mini owners' commit- 
tee whicli waited upon him towards tbe end 
of .May last, to iisk tiuit action In the mat- 
ter lie delayed tliat liie question would 
settle itself. '•It Is only a matter of time, 
geatleiiieii," lie .said, "and everything will 
come out all rlglit. Do not worry your- 
selves or the government, tbe question wlil 
settle Itself." After eight mouths' bitter 
eoiitroversy, after practically lying Idle for 
eight months, during which time neither 
tbe country upr tbe owners nor the miners 
themselves have 'BerlTed from the mines 
one dollar's worth of profit, the question 
has settled Itself In the Slocan, by the Im- 
portation of labor. Whot boppetfed In the 
Slocan then, Is happening in the Itosslnnd, 
Nelson and Boundary districts to-day. Dur- 
ing tlie past two weeks mines in these dis- 
tricts have suspended their operations to 
the extent ot discharging over iWO men, 
and whatever may have been tbe Immediate 
cause of tills action, tlie primary one, 
tlie oue underlying these dire results, was 
tbe distrust with whicli capital was in- 
spired by the trend of legislation inaugur- 
ated by the party at present in powi'r. 
What cared tbe aemlin government for tlie 
prosperity of the country they were elect- 
ed to govern V Their iogisiatioii had but 
oue object In view, tbe extension of tbelr 
own personal inlluence, in order to con- 
tinue their lease of power. The elght boiir 
law passed to secure to Air. Cotton and his 
colleagues the votes ot the metal miners 
of tlie province has resulted In fully fifty 
per cent, of the latter being left Without 
the opportunity of earning a livelihood 
and when, to this Is added the consequent 
loss to the merchants and other business 
men of the Kootenays and of the province 
generally, the reckoning, when It conies, 
will be a heavy one, and will be demanded 
most unrelentingly by those whom Mr. 
Cotton deceived, the miners themselves.

.Moat Eating Nations .^rc the Leaders in 
Every Branch of Human Achieve- 
ment.

El Noticlero, the old Spanish government 
paper of Manila, copies of which were re- 
ceived here by the City of Dublin, announc- 
es in its issue of January 4th, on the au- 
thority ot liberated Spanish prisoners late- 
ly arrived at tiio riilllpidne capital from tile 
northern province ot Luzon, that an iin- 
portnut proclamation has Just been Issued 
from revolutionary headquarters. It bears 
the signature of General Agnlnaldo, and 
tbe eiulorsatlon ot his clilet-of-stafl', Gen- 
eriii Cmiceptioii, and directs tlie Immediate 
liberation ot all Spaniards reniainiug in the 
hands of the revolutionary forces. The pro- 
clamation was Issued from the town of Cer- 
vantes (l.opaiito District) under date of 
Ueceialier - last, and sets fortli as reasons 
for the action Indiculed that "tlie causes for 
the Philippine government retaining any 
Ipngcr tbese persons having ceased to ex- 
ist, since the loterventlon which was ex- 
pected to encourage did not come about; and 
taking Into account that it would be in- 
human to prolong for n single iiionient their 
state of captivity, and at tlie same time 
as an act ot compliance witli tbe earnest 
extra-olUelal entreaties of tbe Spanish re- 
presentative In .Manila, It Is lieridiy ordered 
tliat all ypanlsli prisoners be at once re- 
stored to uiicondilimial liberly." Tbe elTect 
Is predicted by Kl Nollcero to be an early 
augmentation of the .'^paiiisb population of 
runners ot the released intimate that Aguiii-

try. Tlielr bodies were frigbttuliy lUiitl 
laled Willi bolos. 

When W. (!. Laiigford, representative ot 
the I'abst Rrcwliig Coiuiiany, gels ii; 
among bis l^rotlier druniniers in Chicago 
from ills missionary tour tlirougli tlie Tbl- 
ilpplncs, be will be entitled to the highest 
honors ot the' craft, tor according to the 
Manila papers received by the City of Dub- 
lin, lie has Just given an cxhililtlou of his 
daring and resourcefulness of tiio Ainerleaii 
salesnian that has never been papalleled. 
Laiigford went to Manila to superintend the 
delivery of many carloads of beer tor tlie 
refresliineut of the American soldiery. He 
siiceeeiled incitlentnlly in working up quite 
a nice ilttle permanent business, and estab- 
lishing branches of his house In Important 
points throughout the islands. Then with 
a week or two at his disposal he decided 
to see a little of army life, apd went to the 
front, not heeding the suggestion of C.en- 
eral Otis' BUUordlnates that he had better 
keep out of harm's way. In a night attack 
that he had Incautiously started to Investi- 
gate on his own account, lie was made a 
prisoner, with a bolo slasii across Ills shoul- 
der that deprived him of the use of his 
arm, and tluis crippled was burrie<l 
tbrougb swamps and forests tn tbe iiead- 
quarters ot tlie particular section of Aguln- 
aldo's brigands that had bad tbe linnor of 
making him captive. Ills elotbiiig was 
taken from him, nud lie was limited to the 
roughest and most lusulUcleiU tare, bis 
wounds being unattended to anil his pro- 
testations that be was a non-combatant be- 
ing unheeded. He was an American and 
that was enough. Fearing that lie would 
die before being readied by tbe American 
forces, Langford on the lat of December de- 
termined to make a break for freedom, and, 
eluding tlie vigilnnce ot the native guard, 
succeeded in reaching the swamps, taking 
Ills bearings ns best he could for the low- 
lands. He had snatched enough coarse food 
to last him with care for two days, but the 
expiration of that period fonnd him wan- 
dering still In the morass, hopelessly lost, 
half-poisoned by tbe miasmatic vapors, and 
suftcring Intense agony from bis undressed 
wound. ITe was fonnd in this hnpless coii- 
ililion by ;i friendless Filipino, who brougb 
bim o a lialt-caste priest, thinking lie would 
dii', and thoughtfully ontlelpating that lie 
would want absolution. The priest re.ill/.fd 
that it was n case for temporal rather tlmn 
spiritual ministrnlion, and being an adept 
in tlie cure of eartlily as well as spiritual 
disorders, soon bail the wanilerlng drummer 
in 111 conilillon to travel, sending lilm tlien 
under tlie escort of a trust wort by guide on 
to Manila. The (dty w:is readied on the Gtli 
of January, and at last advices Langford 
was reenperating in anticipation of returu- 
ini; to .\merlra liy an early steamer. 

('onsldi'ral>!<! diiinage is reported to bave 
been wroiigbi by ii heavy nnowfali in nortii- 
ern districts of .lapaii. The family of a 
(diareoal maker, three in nil. In Morloka, 
were buried under a heap of snow on the 
11th of January, ond sis deaths were report- 
ed tiie same day from Kinaen-gorl. The 
ground was covered to a depth of over nine 
feet at the OhashI mine, Kamo-hci-gorl, 
where a ifumber of cottages were demolish- 
ed, three mlnern being killed and several 
others injured. On the IDth the first train 
down from Naoyetsu was compelled liy 
snow tn slop a night on the iron brlilge span- 
ning the Shimbumi river on tbe Ilokuriku 
railway. The trala with two locomotives 
left Kashiwazaki at fi p.m., and bad reach- 
ed tbe bridge at 7:'-") p.m., when it became 
absolutel.v impossible to proceed, the track 
bcdng thickly covered with snow. To add 
to the dllllm-lly both the coal and water 
became entirely exhausted, and tlie passen- 
gers, 77 in all, were compelled to pass a 
iilglit without lire and food, exposed to a 
cutting wind.

.Mr. .^Speaker ruled tliat the pclilion pr(^- 
sented yesterday liy Col. Baker, from C 
KaulTuian and others of Furnie, in favor 
of the eight-hour law was out of order as 
being improperly addressed. 

PRIVATE BILLS REPORTED. 

Mr. Green presented tlie fourteenth re- 
port of tile private bill« coiiiiuittee asking 
tlial tlie time for the reception at peti- 
tions for private bill be extended till 
Monday next, lie explained that the time 
bud expired. To Mr. Joseph Slardn he 
remarked that this did uot necesearily 
mean that the time Cor receirlng bills 
would be further extended. 

The rules were suspended and the re- 
port adopted. 

EXPLOSIVES STORAGE ACT. 

Mr. Kellie introduced a bill to amend 
the Explosives Storiigc Act, but expressly 
denied responsibility for it. He brought 
it iu in tills way for private parties in 
order that it might go before the mining 
coniniittee, 

'The bill was read a first time and re 
ferred to the mining coinmittee. 

UEDISTUIBUTIOX URGED. 
-Mli. .rOSEPIl MARTIN in moving 
his want of cuntideuee motion regarding 
redistribution said that lie wished to liave 
it distinctly iiiiderslood tliat ho did not 
propose tbiti motion for any object e.xcejit 
to bring pressuiv u[ii)ii the goveninieiil to 
do that wliicii was sujigestcd in tlie mo 
tioii. Perhaps the boii.se would reinc'inbei 
that curly iu the session he bad pointed 
out the position of this matter and stated 
that while he was very much opposed to 
the government and thought its cuntiuU' 
unce in power most iirejudietal to the 
province, yet he was prepared to under 
did not intend his support to be in uoy- 
iire of redistribution which might be in 
t reduced and which wus at nil fair. 

In fact, Jie continued, he had stated 
lliat he was prepared to vote for prurti' 
cally any measure of redistribution that 
the goverumeiit iniglit present to the 
house, lie at that time meiiiit that be 
did not intend his mippor to be in any- 
way illusory. He was (juite willing to 
suhordinate his views a.s to what was 
fair to tile views of the majority, llis 
oliject in tlial respect was lliorimglily 
bona lide and he did not jiropo-sc lu es- 
cape from it. 

The resolution in the lijwt place recited 
what the position politically was at pr 
sent. lie did not suppose the result 
would be (luestioned, especially after 
what bad occ'iirred in the luiiise at its 
laHt sitting, wIk'U tlicy found that u 
llirce occasioiiM -the governnient on tlin 
want of conlidence niotioiin, "was only 
saved by your vote, .Mr. .Speaker." U 
was apparent that the first clause of iIk? 
resolution could not Ijc controverted. 
'J'hat being so, surely for lliose who were 
dissatislied with the present di«trilnitioii 
of the province it wus a matter of very 
serious concern that the country should 
bo liable at any moment, at the whim or 
caprice of any governmeut member, to 
liiid itself suddenly jn the midst 'of an 
election and be bouod to have that elec- 
tion conducted on the distribution of 
scats, which was opposed so bitterly in 
this bouse by hon. gentlemen opposite, or 
sucli of them as were then members .of 
the house, when it was introduced here in 
1898. He considered the government 
should assume rf.'«ponsibility to the coun- 
try if sucli a catastroi)bi! of that Jund 
occurred luid as was likely to occur. 
Every gejitleman opposite had it in liifi 
IKJwer to force the government to do Itfi 
duty iu this matter. They knew, from 
what b.-i<i occurriMl so far this session 
that the govenuuent would attempt noth- 
ing unless f/jrce.d. As the cliaiige of a 
.single vote meojiit the defeat of the gov- 
ernment a hniivy responsibility rested on 
every bon. gentjeiiiaii oppowito not to al- 
low this thing to -occur that lie depre- 
cated so much. 

Tlio second reciliii Ktutcd that the party 
which the present goTernnieiit puriiorted 
to represented took strong ground wlien 
in opposition against llie unfair distribu- 
tion of seats and to mipport that state- 
ment Mr. Martin rea<l from a report of 
the debates on the «ecoiid reading of llie 
rcdi.stribution bill, moved on April 2;{, 
1898. Mr.- Semlin waH then rejioried ns 
faying that "the bill was the most ini- 
quitous one ever proposed." After n 
quitation from Mr. J. B. Kenneilv's 
speech

Me 
I'liillips withdrew bis proposed clause 
regarding Pull court sittings, and th 
clause of Mr. .losepb .Martin adopted 
sonic days ago was retained as follows: 

" 7-1. The Full court sliall sit at the 
city of A'ictoria on tlie lirst Monday in 
Uebruary, May and November, aiid'sucli 
silting may continue until tlie Friday of 
the week following each said .Monday 
Tlie Full court sluill sit at tlic city of 
^'uncouver on the Lbird Tuesday iu Fob 
ruary. May and November, and such 
silting may continue until tlie Friday of 
the week followiug each said Tuesibiy 
I'rovided, however, tbat the Full court 
sitting cither at Yie.toria or Vancouver 
may lie adjounuKl to any day after the 
term for the sitting nbovi^^provided for." 

Mr. Mel'billips moved u new section 
providing for Interlocutory decision iu 
chambers being subject to. appeal. Ttic 
section was chiefly proposed to meet the 
needs of Kootenay and to allow small 
matters to be settled la chambers up in 
Kootenay instead of bd^g .brought 
the Full court at the Coast. He mov 
also subsidiary amendments dealing 
.with thi(3 subject. The fiedtions were 
all held over, to be printed and eonsid 
ered later. 

Mr. Martin proposed to re-enact claust 
88 of the Supreme Court Act, wltich wus 
rep(;aled last session by mistake 
'J'.biB was agreed to, 
Tlu! <!ommittce then rose and rejported 
pjojyesH. 

BILLS 01' HALE. 

J'Ji* bouse went into coinniUlee on llic 
Bills of »Sale Act, Mr. Booth in Hhi 
chair. 

Then^ was much discifisiou on clause 
2, which lessened tlic iioriod in wiifh 
bills ot sale may be registered. It was 
understood that the iioards of trade of 
Vancouver and Victoria degircd the 
period to be cut down, but up-countrv 
pcojile were mostly against it. 
_Mr. McPhillips first voiced the opposi- 
tion and movp<l to strike out the sectiou, 
so as to leave the time at 21 days, an 
new. 

Tlio bill propoBod tlmt in the cities the 
time shoidd be limited to eight days; in 
the country districts fourteen days was 
provided. ' 

Mr. Tlsdall Stood up for tlio section 
as in the/bill, . . In, the interests of (lie 
mi rclmrits of the'provinee he asked tliat 
the time-be plnced.jfttieight days in tlio 
cities and fourteen days in the country. 

Hon. Mr. Honderton thbugh't tli^'liouse 
miglit.well carry out the wishes of the 
mercbants in tlie cities and reduce the 
time to eiglit days, leaving it at 21 days 
in the. country districts.

Mr. Eberts agreed with Mr. Martin 
in his desire to protect mercantile men, 
but be did not agree tbat a bill of sale 
should not become such until it was reg- 
istered. He agreed, however, with the 
necessity for introducing the contemplat- 
ed bona tides allidavit provision. 

In view of the discussion Hon. Mr. 
ii^'udeisou luovt^l tlmt the section be 
laid ovor. Carried. 
When section ;5 was read, 
Mr. Martin remarked amid loud laugh- 
ter that it affected the Slocan. He 
would like to liear the views of the mem- 
ber for that district. 

i\Ir. (ireen, with his hat over his eyes, 
appeared to be asleep. 

-Mr. I'renticc— 1 draw your atteution 
to the fact tbat the honorable member 
for Slocan is asleep.

Mr. Green— I would like to call your 
atterition, Mr. Chairman, to the fact 
that tliose gentlemen do not know what 
they are talking about.

KAMLOOPS GAOL. 
Mr. McPbUlipa asked the Attorney- 
iieiierol: " Is the report true that lately 
a person has been appointed as guard 
at the Kiimloops provincial gaol who 
had some time before been dismissed for 
cause from the employment ot the gov 
eriiment?" 

Hon. Mr. Henderson replied: "James 
Simdair, who has recently been ap 
pointed as temporary guard at Kam 
loops provincial gaol, during tlie illness 
of one of the permanent guards, was in 
(Jctober, 1S9-1, dismissed by Superin- 
tendent Hussey, lint tlie cause a.ssigiied 
for such dismissal is uot, in the opinion 
ot the government and .Superintendent 
llussi'v, now sullicient to warrant the 
inference that he will not properly per- 
form the duties assigned to him." 
COUNCILS OF CONCILIATION 
The bill for the Institution ot a bureau 
Of labor statistics and councils of con 
cUiatlon and atbitrutiou (Hon. Mr. Cot- 
ton) was read a first time, und set for 
second reading at the next sitting of the 
house. 

COUNTY COURT JUDGES. 

Mr. Helmcken moved the adjournment 
of the house for the purpose ot discuss 
iug the Question of the salaries of tlie 
county court judges. He said this wu.s 
not a new matter. A little while since 
the .Vttoriiey-Geueral brought dowu 
bill relating to the correspondouce passed 
between the Dominion and Provincial 
governments relating to tlio salaries 
heretofore paid to county court judges 
acting as sti|)cndiary magistrates. He 
supposed all had seen in the morning's 
paper a ti'legraphed statement in which 
Sir Wilfrid Uaurier was reported 
saying tbat he ivgretted tlie broach of 
faith of the provincial Hovernment in 
this matter. The corrospoiuleuce be 
bad spoken of might support tliat view 
of breach of faith. He read extracts 
from tiie return. If this treotment was 
to be meted out to the .county court 
judges it would soon be dilllcult to got 
proper and lit men for the positions. 
This question of docking the salaries 
of these judges should ireccive imme- 
diate attention. There was a sacred 
agreement between the Dominion and 
I'rovineial governments binding the 
province to pay tlieso judges tlie ?i)00 
per annnm. He sincerely trusted tbat 
the government would irestore to all 
these gentlemen the privileges which the 
liouse had said they -should enjoy, and 
that tliey sliiiuld liave the full benefit of 
the s;ilary wliich was their right. 

Mr. .\Icl5ride endorsed tlieso nbserva' 
tions. The gentlemen who had acct'lit 
ed the positions of county court judges 
did so on the uiiderstaiuling that tlu'ir 
■ Dominion salary was to bi} supplemented 
by .'s.'iiil) from the province. He did not 
agre<-' with tlie coni'lusions tbat Mr. Mar- 
tin bad com.-' to wlien'iie dealt with this 
matter wliile be was attorney-general. 
He could not imagine bow it was tliat 
the (itlier members of the -government 
agre<'d with tlie ex-Attorney-Generul 
and allowed these judges to'be deprivetl 
of the JTiOO. Tills was a breach of faith 
He hoped the government would re- 
consider the matter and restore to tlicse 
judges what «ertainly -was 'their un- 
doubted right. 

Mr, Pooley added a few words in sup- 
port of ' the views of the two honorable 
niemliers who had just spoken. The 
provincial government was bringing the 
country into disrepute liy ;tbcse repudia 
tious. To draw forth a ;reinurk from 
Sir Wilfrid Laurior that the .province 
was guilty ot a breach ot faith was a 
very serious matter. The government 
bad disgraccil the province by its action 
'I'lie government liliould at the eleventh 
lioiir riM'onsider its decision und keep 
faith with these judges. 

Hon. .Mr. Seuiliu was sorry tbat a poll 
tical aspect had been introduced into thin 
(Iiiestioa by tlie Ia«t siie.'iker. He en- 
tirely repudiated the insinuation th.it 
there was any petty oi- persona! feeling 
in "lie matter. Tlie lion, gentleman was 
eiitirrly inistakeii as to the inspiration of 
the act by the governnient. The govern- 
ment took this view fh-at as the Dominion 
paid county court judges in the other 
provim-i. it should assluiic ttie sole liabll- 
Jt.v lor sui'li iiaTtnenl iu this provini.'e. 

.Mr, I'Jlicrts urged flie g.ivcriinieiit to 
make jirovision in the estimates for the 
payment of this ^nOO. 

Mr. Turner supported Mr. Eberts re- 
marks. A solenni agreement had been 
made by the province to supplement the 
salaries paid by the Bomiuion to the 
county court judges, and thia agreement 
should be carried out 

Mr. .McPhillips said the :prosent gov- 
oniment was not answerable tor the in- 
ception of this matter, but the govern- 
ment should not havc-stuck to the strict 
letter of the law and denied that tliero 
wati a contract. Of course he bclievi^d 
tliat the prinei|)lc was wnuig of the prov- 
ince paying anything towards the Kslaries 
of judges under the British North Ameri- 
ca .Vet, but the payment and control of 
jtidges was left entirely in the liands of 
(the Dominion and the Province Iiad noth- 
ing to do with tlie matter really. How 
r. as tills agreement had lu'en entered 
into 111. thought it shoiiiii be conci'ded, 
ind carried out jiroperly. .Surely the goocl 
Hiitli of the i.rovincc w<is not to be cilleil 
into i]nestion for such a uniall iicitter as 
this.
